"Ttie play chosen must have strength 
of character and logical situation, its 
working mt must be true to nature 
and human experience." Tills was 
the epitome of Dr. Hendel's remarks, 
advising the Club, in his capacity as 
newly: elected Honorary President 
.. . . ' Must Be Enjoyable 

The first test of a play is that it be 
thoroughly enjoyable, and the last two 
plays produced by the Player's Club 
have satisfied this test. Professional 
criticism is not as ' important as 'it 
seems because the professional' re 
porter becomes so drugged with 
watching Inlays that he fails to' ap- 
preciate a good one. - 

Dr. Hendel cautioned his audience 
against concentrating too much- en- 
ergy and enthusiasm on .one special 
ized' branch: of, activity. Those -who 
realise too strongly what great work 
their activity is may, faU to develop 
their personality' along other chaU' 
nels. "Subordinate your work," he 
said, "as members of a dramatic so- 
ciety to your duties as a citizen 'and a

Chicago.— Possibility- that scientists 
may soon see . the solid surface of the 
planet Venus, which so far lias been 
obscured, to . astronomers by heavy 
clouds which hang eternally in the 
Venusian sky, is seeii in the announce- 
ment that Dean McMillan of the as- 
tronomy department of the University 
of Chicago.
